tion of tile water connection between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific 
ocean. 


Gamboa Dike is a great -artificial em- 
bankment at the northern end of the 
famous Culebra Cut.It was erected to 
.prevent the waters of the Chagres Riv- 
er and of Gatum Lake, created artifi- 
cially by impounding the waters of the 
Chagres.. River from flowing into the 
Culebra Cut while the excavating work 
was going on there. This dike is near- 
'ly 1000 feet long, 4S.-2 feet high, 1S3 
feet wide at the.base and 65 feet wide 
at-the top. 


Gatuu Lake, the • waters .of which 


.will .be released by the dynamiting of 


engine, with the Gamboa Dike, came into existence 


on April 25, 1910, when the western di- 
version dam at Gatun was closed and 
the flow, from the Chagres and Trini- 
dad rivers was; forced through the ar- 
tificially constructed 'spillway chan- 
nel. Since then the waters in the lake 
'have risen gradually,.and last fall the 
rising of the lake caused ;the waters 
of the Chagres .-river to 
back up 


against -the great dike at - Gamboa, 
which protected Culebra Cut. The. flow 
and the rising continued and for sev- 
eral, months the water backed up 
against the Gamboa Dike -has been 
'higher than the bottom of the.finish- 
ed portion of Culebra Cut. 


Since the morning of June 27 last the 


sate of the sluices through the ogee of 
the Catun spillway'has been closed. At 
that time the surface of the water in 
Calun Lake was 4S.3 feet above sea 
level, having been maintained at that 
level since January 1, 1913, when the 
sluice gates were opened. The spill- 
way has been completed and the sluice 
gates will not be opened again 'before 
the final completion of the canal. This- 
means that the lake Is on its "final-rise'- 
to the operating level. Under condi- 
tions of normal runoff of the Chagres 
and other streams which are pouring 
their flow into Gatun Lake, 'where the> 
water is held confined, it is believed; 
that Gatun Lake will reach its final
